Introduction 


Vhe venus Cisseis Gory & Laporte (1839). is u 
member of the (ibe Aser subbunily Agrilinae, TE 
occurs an Australia. New Guinea and some of the 
adjacent ishinds and in the Philippine Islands. The 
genus was lasi revised by Carter (1923) and now 
needs to he re-worked because (here has been a targe 
number of new species eellected recently. As a first 
slep T examined (he available types and designated 
lectolypes ol seven species, elevated a sub-speeies (o0 
Full species amd described two pew species (Barker 
1998, | 09094,b), Seven species previously placed in 
Cisseis were recognised us a separe genus and 
together with nine ündeseribed species were placed 
ina new venus Srenwatkinsius Barker & . Bellumy 
(2001). 

Blackburn: (E887, 1891) described some South 
Australian species of Cisseis. bur missed others 
throurh misidentlying Cisvezs notata: (Germar) 
(Carter 1023, p. 162) As u consequence, several 
small species, common im. South Australia and 
known to Blackburn. have remained undeseribed. 
There appear to be changes in the ubundance uf some 
species since the earliest collections were made in 
South Australia. probably Because of habit 
destruction. Hope (E846) noted that C^ posed unpre 
“was eptired at Moriatta, where it was taken in 
greal abundance", “Morita is probably a 
misspelling of Morali a gorge in the Adelaide 
foothills now a conservation park. In. thirty. eight 
years ol collecting in South Australia I have captured 
one specimen. Kerremans (E890, E898. E900, 1903) 
deseribed thirty nine. species, apparently. withoul 
reference to previous. work on the genus as only 
cighleen ane valid.

Which dillered from Cisveis in. having compressed 
tarsi with the basal metatarsal segment barely longer 
than the second. joint and also in having the tarsal 
claws stongly divided. Carter. (1923). followed 
Blackburn but later (Carter 1929) relegated 
Neospades to sub-generie status with which | concur.
